A Mechanical War Horse

The government is thus taking 
action that will provide a uniform 
system along the. Pacific Highways 
from British Columbia to Mexico. 
The Oregon. State Government has 
already taken action to have all 
‘advertising matter removed from 
the state highways, and legislation 
of similar effect is before the Wash- 
ington state authorities. 

“We don’t want to be hard on the 
people who have spent money on ad- 
vertising,” said Hon. Nels Lougheed, 
Minister of Public Works, “but we 
place first consideration on the 
beauty of the province's scenery, and 
we believe that the public has a 
right to enjoy that scenery without 
having it defaced by a lot of un- 
sightly advertising matter.” 

The government does not propose 
to interfere with the advertising 
matter put up by resort hotels or 
similar interests who have a_legi- 
timate reason for informing travel- 
lers of what they have to offer. 
These have a definite value to the 
public and will be allowed to re- 
main. All other signs, however, will 
be subjected to rigid government 
test and unless they meet with offi- 
cial approval they will be destroyed.

greatness largely to accident, Had 
nature not placed the Lachine Rap- 
ids in their present position the city 
would probably have been located 
at the junction of the Ottawa and 
the St. Lawrence. That was the 
logical site, except for the fact that 
the rapids made it impossible for 
the voyageur to advance~mhuch past 
the iSland of Montreal. So he pitched 
his camp there and the metropolic 
steadily developed. 

Other, cities throughout Canada, 
have risen on advantageous sites 
along the” main! waterways. With 
scarcely an exception this rule has 
held good in both the east and the 
west. 

One exception {s Toronto, most 
important rival of Montreal. This 
Ontario capital has been built up on 
what was once a swamp. In the old 
days Port Credit was the important 
lake port in the Toronto District. 

Today the harbor at Toronto is the 
pride of Ontario. 

“Like the city of Washington,” 
says The Commercial News, ‘“Tor- 
onto has achieved her present im- 
portance more because of the delib- 
erate intent of man.” 

In Western Canada the city of 
Regina is the only city of importance 
which has not béen built upon a 
navigable waterway. 

It was founded far from important 
water routes or the travelled trails 
of the early days. It was just one of 
the many railway towns In the mid- 
dle of the prairie. 

But today Regina is recognized, at 
least unofficially, as the prairie ter- 
minal of the Hudson Bay Railway. A 
dozen lines of railway radiate from 
the city, serving towns along 2,500 
miles of steel. Chance has bad little 
to do with Regina's growth.-—Regina 
Daily Post.

British Columbia University Profes-| 
sor Says Conditions Are Bad 

Criticism of the county jails of 
Ontario, Quebec and the Maritime 
provinces was made in Toronto, in 
a paper written by Prof. C. W. Top-| 
ping, of the University of British 
Columbia, and read _ before’ the 
American Prison Association con- 
vention in session. 

The paper read by Dr. Hastings 
H. Hart, in Prof. Topping’s absence, 
says the county jails are ‘vicious 
institutions controlled by degraded} 
characters,” complains of ‘unwhole- 
some conditions conducive to abom- 
inable vices,’’ and declares that such | 
institutions are “subject to political | 
spoils system." 


The paper added that the Cana- 
dian county jails were slightly su- 
perior to the county jails of the 
United States, in six particulars, 
namely, in stricter classifications, 


and in the presence of less darkness, 


dampness, overcrowding, dirt and 
vermin 3ut they were “equally un- 
wholesome in general atmosphere.”

Then if defects are found, you 
may conduct yourself to’ hu’band 
your strength and to protect your 
heart against strains. It costs a 
heart more in strain to‘climb a flight 
of sixteen steps than to walk a quar- 
ter of a mile on tthe level. Persons 
past fifty with inefficient’ hearts

Experiments Of Massachusetts’ Man 
Prove Interesting and Successful 
Some folks are unhble to make 

potatoes grow on a plant, and some, 

for the life of them, cannot make 
tomatoes grow on a plant, but here's 

@ man, Oscar N. Soderholm, of Wor- 

cester, Mass,, w! makes potatoes 

and tomatoes grow on the same plant, 
the tubers~in the ground and the 
tomatoes on the vine. 

Mr. Soderholm calls his plant the 
tomapotato. He starts in the custom- 
ary way, planting a Plece of potato, 
containing at least two eyes, in tht 
earth, and in another pot he plants 
tomato seeds. When both come up and 
each shows a vine about a quarter of 
an inch in diameter Mr. Soderholm 
makes a cut diagonally across each 
vine. He matches them and ties 
them with a thread. He uses no graft- 
ing wax such as used in sealing stock 
and scion fruit trees. 

Visitors to hishome may see a large 
square wooden tub in which potatoes 
are protruding from the earth, and 
rising to a height of eight feet or 
more are several vines, each bearing 
tomatoes in bunches, the largest 
bunch containing 16 tomatoes. 

He holds each vine to a single stalk 
by plucking the shoots that start out 
from the axils of the leaves. Each. 
vine is supported by a pole thrust into |

New System Of Radio Sending 


Page May Be Possible 

A new system of radio communica- 
tion by which it is claimed congestion 
of ether will be completely solved and 
by which cheap, high speed transmis- 
sion of photographs of entire pages of 
@ newspaper may be possible, was de- 
scribed at a dinner of the British 
Radiostat Corporation in London. 

The inventor of the new system is 
Dr. James Robinson, formerly chief 
of wireless research of the British 
Royal Air Force. Robinson's device, 
known as the Stenode Radiostat Sys- 
tem, it was claimed, will permit radio 
telephone to be received on a fre- 
quency band of 10 cycles or less com- 
pared to the present day practice 
which involves a frequency band of 
more than 9,000 cycles.

In the manufacture of artificial 
;silk at least one manufacturer has 
gone far beyond the silkworm and 
is now rapidly nearing the spider, 
who, in terms of fineness of fiber, has 
\far outdone the silkworm. Filaments 
of artificial silk but .0004 inch in 
r have been spun. The usual 
spider filament is .0023 inch in dia- 
rmeter. So fine is this artificial silk 
| that 4,227.5 miles of filament are re- 
| quired to make a filament pound. 


An ordinary sheet of newspaper is 
nine times as thick as the filament. 
The filament is woven into” yarn 
which, because of the fineness of its 
parts, has more the feeling of silk 
than has the coarser material. Be-

Pole and returned. 

That springtime flight required a 
total of 15 hours and 30 minutes and 
the round trip covered 1,600 miles.

across the North Pole, Byrd was 
also the first man to fly over it in 
a heavier than air machine. On 
that historic flight, his pilot was 
Floyd Bennett, who died April 25, 
1928, while attempting to rescue the 
crew of the trans-Atlantic ‘plane 
“Bremen” on Greenley Island. Ben- 
nett was second in command of the 
Byrd Antarctic expedition and had 
intended to accompany the com- 
mander on the trip. 

The flight across the South Pole, 
was the first attempt he had made to 
fly to the pole, although previously he 
had used aeroplanes in flights from 
his base at Little America in laying 
sub-bases on the route to the pole and 
in exploration trips. 

He was the third man to reach the 
South Pole. The first was Roald 
Amundsen, a Norwegian, who reached 
it December 14, 1911.
